Speaking in behalf of the bond 
issu: will be Bent Damsgaard and 
John Worsley, officers of the Se 
quoia Citizens’ committee, an or- 
ganization which has been spear- 
heading the campaign.

The bond issue would provide 
for construction of two new high 


schools—one on already-purchas- 
ed property at Woodside road and 
Alameda de las Pulgas, Redwood 
City, and another at an undeter- 
mined site in East Palo Alto. It 
also would furnish funds for pur- 
chase of land for sixth school 
to be located somewhere in the 
Menlo Park area. 

The district now operates Men- 
lo-Atherton high school here, Se- 
quoia in Redwood City. and Carl 
mont in Belmont.

“Plans for the construction,” 
the statement continues, “call 
for construction of a one-story 
reinforced concrete structure 
which will include classrooms, 
administrative offices, locker 
and shower rooms, rifle range, 
storage space and offstreet par- 
king area... 


“Lieutenant General Willard 
Wyman, commander of the Sixth 
army, emphasized the army’s néet 
for a conveniently located, well- 
equipped training center in the 
Menlo Park-Palo Alto area. 

“Pending construction of per- 
manent facilities, the army reserve 
will continue to lease space at Em: 
erson street and Hamilton avenue 
in Palo Alto.” 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, ac- 
cording to City Manager .C.:.L. 
Longson, the city council reaffirm- 
ed its desire to help the army find 
a more suitable site in the area.

According to terms of this ar- 
my’s statement, however, he add- 
ed that he did not believe it woula 
take advantage of the city’s offer 
o “trade” the previously propos- 
ed 6-acre armory site,-in the Vil- 
lage area, for a site facing Alma

this year rejected the city-offered 
site on the basis that it was ‘not 
suitable.” 

Timing of the army’s announce- 
ment was also a matter of consid- 
eration, coming just a few days 
following completion of an’apprai- 
sal of the Village area. The apprai- 
sal, setting the cost for which the 
federal government can release 
the entire 86-odd acres for even- 
tual return to the tax roles, has 
been forwarde dto Washington. 

Representatives of the Ameri- 
can Municipal association in 
Washington, too, have been 
working since last summer to at- 
tempt to get the army to seek 
another armory site, rather than 
tie up six acres in what may be- 
come a part of the city’s high 

value “professional-administra- 

tive” zone. 

Relation of the army’s decision 
to that of other governmental ag- 
encies, including the Public Hous- 
ing Administration which is the 
agency with which Stanford uni- 
versity and the city are dealing for 
release of the Village area as a 
whole, was not known. 

History of local attempts to 
“unfreeze” Stanford Village, to re- 
turn it to the tax roles, is a compli- 
cated one.

Sequoia Trustees 
To Follow Citizens 
Recommendations 


The Sequoia High School Dis- 
trict board of trustees has gone 
on record with the adoption of a 
resolution approving a seven point 
serie; of recommendations com- 
mitting themselves to carry out a 
district building and expansion 
program as outlined by the Se- 
quoia Citizens’ Council in_ its 
drive to have a $6,250,000 bond 
issue approved on Dec. 7. 

The bonds will provide for two 
new 2000 capacity high schools in 
the East Palo Alto area and at 
Woodside road and the Alameda 
area. Dr. John Hensell, Menlo 
Park, member of the Sequoia’s 
Citizens’ Council, suggested the 
recommendations. They include 
provisions that: 

1. Construction begin on the 
two new high schools as soon as 
possible after the bond issue is 
approved. 

2. More classrooms be provided 
as needed up to the 2000 maxi- 
mum, 

3. Costs of the improvements 
not to exceed $1500 per student, 
based on the estimates of build- 
ing plans by the architect. 

4. Local labor be used in the 
project as far as possible. 

5. Site selection, in East Palo 
Alto and west of Menlo Park for 
the fifth and sixth high schools, 
be made by a state board of ex- 
perts. 

6. General shops be constructed 
at both schools. 

7. Recommendations be accept- 
ed from the council on the elimi- 
nation of auditoriums, cafeterias, 
and spectator facilities in the 
gymnasium, at the swimming 
pool and on the playing field. 

The resolution of the board of 
trustees should make the record 
clear that they intend to follow 
out the recommendations of the 
Sequoia Citizens’ Council the 
mandate of the voters if approval 
is given this bond issue, John Bur- 
ton, chairman of the Council said.

Army has retired from the field of battle, leaving the long-be- 
Jeaguered Menlo Park city council in complete command of the 
situation. 

There will be no armory in the former “Dibble Hospital prop- 
erty,” the Sixth Army informed the city Tuesday night. 

Thus ends the running fight, which for the last -vear or so, 

has seen Army officials taking an apparently obdurate stand on 
the basis that “we've got title to this property, and we're going 
to use it,” despite all the common-sense arguments advanced by 
city officials. 
: These arguments revolved primarily around the fact that 
tthe site proposed for the armory, on Ravenswood avenue, was 
‘entirely unsuitable because of its high value for professional and 
administrative use, 

The cost to the city, in having such valuable property kept 
from the tax rolls was pointed out. The facts that the armory 
building would be a sore thumb in the midst of the city’s most 
strictly controlled area, and that it would be located directly 
the. street from high-value Atherton residential land, also were 
‘stressed. 

The city even offered to trade other property in the civic

Your City’s Business: 


Traffic Safety 
Is Viewed 
On State Level 


By C. L. LONGSON 

City Manager, Menlo Park 

Among. the most important of 
the conferences regularly attend- 
ed by city representatives—albeit, 
one of the least publicized—is the 
annual Governor’s “I'raffic Safety 
conference, in Sacramento. 

Few topics have as direct a re- 
lationship to peoples’ lives as traf- 
fic safety, and the attention of 
specialists in several fields is re- 
quired to make sure that the 
streets and highways of the state 
and of the city are as safe as pos- 
sible. 

Because of this, the confer- 
ence, which lasts two days, is di- 

vided into several divisions, 
with representatives “sitting in” 
on but one phase of the total 
discussion. 

At the 1954 conference, held 
last month in the state capitol, I 
attended the engineering division. 

Actually, the meeting is largely 
one of professionals in the various 
fields with which the conference 
concerns itself: Education, engi- 
neering, traffic law enforcement, 
driver licensing, commercial ve- 
hicle control and public partici- 
paticn. 

But of equal importance to the 
over-all program is a _ division 
which has been set up for partici- 
pation by representatives of high 
schools throughout the state—one 
which concerns itself with ’teen- 
agers and their part in making 
driving safer. 

The representatives of politi- 
cal subdivisions from all of Cali- 
fornia meet in the several con- 


ferences and discuss special 
preblems. 
For instance, at last month's 


meeting, the engineering division 
concerned itself with such topics 
as signs, design of highways, meth- 


merits of one-way 
four-way stops. 

What good does this do? 

If the members of the confer- 
ence agree that some specific 
changes are needed in the vehicle 
code, which will make streets less 


streets, and 


that appropriate changes be made 
in the vehicle code. 

Such recommendations take 
the form of resolutions direct- 
ed at the state legislature. 

But meanwhile, all the confe- 
rees also come into contact with 
all sorts of problems of which| 
they might previously not been!

successful in other cities.

school to be constructed later. 


Last year the public turned | 
down a $3,250,000 bond issue to 


build the fourth high school, at 
Woodside road and the Alameda 
de las Pulgas, because it was said | 
that the school would cost too 
much and that the board had not 
given enough of the facts. | 

Following defeat of that propos- 
al, parents and others banded to- 
gether some seven months ago to 
form the Sequoia Citizens Council 
for Public Schools. 

Approximately 100 men and wo 
men became members of the coun- 
cil, and set to work to gather facts 
and figures on curriculum, high 
school building costs, the district’s 
ability to pay, school population 
trends an dother pertinent data. 

Results of their findings filled 
a 74-page booklet.

GROWTH CHARTED 

The council based its recom 
mendations on the following facts: 
When Menlo-Atherton’s additional 
wing is complete in 1955, there 
will be room in the district as a 
whole, for a total of 5500 students, 
but there will be at least 5784 boys 
and girls in high school: the fol- 
lowing year there will be some 
6899, 8255 in 1957-58 and 9453 by| 
1959. 

Thus, without added facilities, 
they pointed out, there would 
be almost twice as many stud- 
ents as there was classroom 
space. 

Although the district’s bonding 
capacity at present is but $3,750,-| 
000, it will have reached $6,118,000) 
by. 1958, almost sufficient to meet} 
the bond issue. By voting the en- 
tire amount ‘at once, rather than| 
more each year, it will save the 
district about $6000 per election, 
which can be utilized in the dis- 
trict budget. 

While the two high schools are} 
planned for a capacity of 2000 
each, they will be started at 800, 
and increased as the funds become 
available and at the site which 
needs expansion first. 

‘NO FRILLS’ 
The council reported that these 


high schools are of average con- 
struction, with all “frills” deleted,}| 
including only a minimum of] 


landscaping, cutting spectator fa-| 
cilities from the gymnasiums and 
swimming pools, and providing! 
a maximum of classroom space. 

The schools have been designed 
to cost less than any similar high 
school in the area at $11.50 per 
square foot or $1400 per student. 

By passing the election now, 
the council says, the high school 
district can begin to “catch up” 
by 1958, so that extra periods, 
double sessions and other means 
to meet crowded facilities can 
be abandoned. 

High school teachers in the dis- 
trict have assumed responsibility | 
of organizing campaign commit- 
tees to present all information to 
the voters. PTAs, home owners’ 
associations and civic groups are 
to act as canvassers so “no one can 
say that they were not given all 
available information,” according 
to Mrs. Kenneth Kerwin of Ather- 
ton, council member.

To Gardeners, Decorators from Local Shrubs

Red berries that accent hand- 
some foliage is a combination that 
makes for a popular shrub. 

It is, therefore, no wonder 
that pyracantha is the most 
widely-sold shrub today. 

Interestingly enough, red ber- 
ries are usually included on toler- 
ant, tough plants, many of which 
are. classed as California natives. 
Though pyracantha may be the 
red-berried shrub, 
and holly the most fondly thought 
of, there are many handsome 
shrubs with red berries that 
should also be included in the gar- 
den. 

As familiar as pyracantha are 
cotoneaster and barberry. 

There are many varieties of 
cotoneaster, from tall weeping 
ones to angular low shrubs, and 
they all have a profusion of ber- 
ries and tolerance to any situ- 
ation, though they prefer sun. 

Among the barberries. Berberis 
Wilsoni has the reddest berries. It 
is a low spreading shrub, and its 
leaves turn bronze before they fall. 

Recently becoming more popu- 
lar is Nandina or the sacred bam- 
boo. This is a striking, slow grow-

Clusters of white flowers in Ap-; 
ril become red holly-like berries in 
fall. When massed it forms a flat 
level surface of leaves (as on a 
shady bank), or is handsome in the 
shade unde rlow windows or as a 
tubbed plant. 

In this area, English holly likes | 
some shade (the filtered light un- 
der an oak tree is ideal) and does 
very well. Much faster growing, 
and self-fruitful is the Chinese hol-! 
ly. It has more berries, not so 
dark green leaves, and a fine form. 
Aucuba also has red_ berries,, 
though the leaves are large and 
hide them. 

I have given special attention 
to Nandina and Skimmia be- | 
cause it is hard to find shrubs 
that have bright red berries and 
also like the shade. 

There are many berried shrubs 
for the sun, and one of my favor- 
ites is the “strawberry tree,’ Ar- 
futus unedo. Reaching about 15] 
feet, this evergreen shrub has | 
white flowers and warty, straw- 
berry-like fruits on it almost con- 
stantly. 

A native with much the same 
effect .though its red berries are 
carried. in clusters is the Toyon. 
It is weli adapted to the cultivat- 
ed garden. 1: the same genus is 
the well-known. Chinese Photinia, 
which gets as big.as 30 feet. 

In the spring the icaves are cop- 
pery, but.turn dark green and are 
very large by winter and show off 
the clusters of bright red. berries. 
They are very easy to grow, nand- 
some against grey shrubs, and‘can 


stand any pruning needed to keey 


them in line. 
GOOD NATIVE 

Another fine native is the Rham- 
nus, or Buckthorn. The variety R. 
crocea, or’ “Hollyleaf Redberry” 
has very conspicuous berries. It 
may get as high as 15 feet, and is 
very ornamental. 


Rhus integrifolia, or ‘Lemon- 
ade-berry” grows about the same 


way, but has large, leathery, dark 
green leaves ,and the berries are 
orange. Both shrubs survive dry, 
hot, neglected spots. 

Some of these large shrubs can 
be trained as small trees, but a 
true small tree that has marvelous 
red berries is the Hawthorn. A 
much larger treee is the native 
pepper, which can stand the dri- 
est, poorest situation, and though 
a bit messy, is very handsome. 


GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF NOV. 18 

The soaking rain is wonderful 
for newly planted material. This 
is a good time to put in or change 
around any shrubs and plants. 

The soil is not yet too wet to 
work, but will be soon. 
* * * 

The helpfulness of the recent 
rain depends a lot on soil composi- 
tion. The composition determines 
the absorption (soaking up of 
rainfall) and the percolation (pas- 
sage of surface or underground 


| water) abilities of the soil. 


Tests have shown that an 
acre-fot of predominately sandy 
soil can hold about 50 tons of 
water. (An acre foot is one acre 
one foot deep). 

On a similar acre-foot basis, 
sandy loam soil can hold 100 tons 


| of water and a loam soil 200 tons. 


The more clay in the soil, the 
less water it will hold. Weather 
conditions of temperature and hu- 


| midity also have an effect. A two 


inch rainfall now will remain in 
uncultivated soil about five weeks. 
In late spring it will last no long-

Most of us have found it wise always to keep a reason- 
able amount of reserve money in our bank aceounts so we 
won’t be overdrawn in case of emergency. 

That’s the practice we follow in the water works busi- 
ness. Here in California we have to have ample storage 
reserves and extra production capacity just in case the 
summer temperature starts to skyrocket. All of our Cali- 
fornia Water Service Company systems are designed to 
prevent an “overdraft” in case of fires, heat waves or other 
unexpected demands. 

The wisdom of such precautions was clearly demon- 
strated this past summer when in most communities we hit 
our peak‘consumption day abnormally early—the third week 
in June instead of after July 4, our usual experience. 

The impaét of this sudden hot spell was perhaps most 
dramatic in Bakersfield where we serve approximately 
26,000 customers from 87 wells. On Saturday, June 19, the 
temperature was a pleasant 91 degrees. Total consumption 
that day was about 48 million gallons. 

On Sunday the thermometer jumped to 98 degrees and 
water consumption mounted with the rising mereury. 
Monday was a Sizzling 109 degrees with our pumps pouring 
out 63 million gallons. Our men who were on the job day 
and night found that consumption had exceeded any previ- 
ous maximum day in the Bakersfield system’s history by 
more than 3 million gallons. 

But there was another surprise coming. The next day, = 
June 22, the temperature held at 109 degrees, but total con- 
sumption zoomed to almost 68 million gallons, topping an 
all-time record. We were mighty thankful that we had our ~ 
twelve and one-half million gallons of storage available for: - 
just such an emergency. 

Although some areas throughout the state experienced 
a water shortage during this phenomenal heat wave, in all 
of the communities served by our company, as in. Bakers- 
field, we were able to meet the peak requirements of the 
unusual hot spell. We experienced a “run on the bank” 
but we met all demands.

garden appears to fit into a rough 
ferrain with many hollows and 
rises and hidden nooks. You will 
recognize this as a part of other 
“oriental-inspired” gardens, even 
if you don’t know for sure whether 
it is Japanese—like the garden in 
Golden Gate Park—or essentially 
Chinese. 

YEAR-ROUND BEAUTY 

But you want no truck with 
such analytical thoughts—this gar 
den is truly beautiful all year 
round—and as much a part of the 
living area of the Steiger family 
home as their kitchen. 

A large part of the charm is the 
recognition of our own California 
natives and their combination 
with plants belonging in an orien- 
tal garden as we have come to 
see it. 

Surrounding the major part of 
the garden is the “Chinese wall,” 
as Maxine Steiger calls it. It’s a 
weathered irregular fence with a 
kind of hood over it and topping 
this and masked by it, a planting 
box. Various kinds of trailing 
plants grow out over the hood, suc- 
culents in the sunshine and others 
in the shade. Oriental carvings de- 
corate the gates. 

SUNNY PATH - 

You can walk down a neatly 
graveled but irregular sunny path 
along the fish pond and over a tiny 
foot bridge to a shade garden un- 
der a huge white oak and then on 
to a kind of sunken lathhouse 
where the begonias put forth their 
jewel-blossoms all summer. 

Then, around another twist in 
the path, you enter the area where 
Jim has a collection of some 65 
varieties of fuchsia. Tall tree- 
shrubs of camellias are found 
here, and, in a break in the fence 
you catch a view of the house on 
its rise of ground, looking vane 
much like a picture and not a bit 
real at all. 

There is so much to say about 
the garden—about the rhododen- 
drons and the innumerable bulbs 
and tiny plants everywhere. It
